“fair trade” price-fixing agree- 
ments by wholesalers. 

These agreements are a key 
step in the process by which 
some brand-name products ar- 
rive on retail shelves bearing 
established minimum price tags. 
The Justice Department is fight- 
ing the practice, permitted un- 
der the “fair trade” laws of 45 | 
states, on the ground that it | 
prives consumers of the Coan 
of price competition.

The Al Sarena Corp. applied | 
for ownership of 23 mining | 
claims on the land in 1948 to 
develop possible gold and silver 
deposits in the Rogue River Na- 
tional Forest in southern 
Oregon. 

Under federal law, claimants | 
seeking title to Government- 
owned land through a mining 
claim must show that any min- 
eral deposits in such land are | 
commercially mineable. 

Scott explained “this prévi- 
sion in the law is designed to 
_prevent claimants from using | 
mining as a pretense to gain 
ownership t» land that also has 
valuable timber resources for 
the sole purpose of stripping 
such land of its timber.” 

He said the Department of 
Agriculture Forest Service and 
the Interior Department’s Bu- 
reau of Land Management orig- 
inally turned down 15 of Al Sa- 
rena’s claims, but that in Aug- 
ust 1953 Interior reopened the 
case. 

“Neither the Forest Service 
nor the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement was consulted, and 
within only a few months, the 
Al Sarena Corp. had clear title | 
to hundreds of acres of valuable 
timber land,” Scott said. | 

“Although the original claim | 
for ownership was made on the 
pretense of developing mineral 
deposits, the subcommittee has 
not, thus far, been able to find 
where commercial mining has 
been in operation,” he contin- 
ued. 

“About $100,000 worth of 
timber has already been cut 
from the disputed claims and 

another $400,000 worth is stand- 
ing ready to be cut. 

“The Government was paid 

-only $2355 for the entire 473 
acres.” 


“SUIT SEEKS $1,500,000

Censorship of comic books 
and other publications for chil- 
dren was strongly supported by 
three speakers and opposed by 
two others in a panel discus- 
sion conducted at Washington 
University last night by the St. 
Louis Civil Liberties Commit- 
tee. 

Max Dimont, Jules Henry and 
Ernest Kirschten favored cen- 
sorship. Dimont, a business man 
who has made a study of the 
comic book problem, empha- 
sized the sadistic aspects of 
many publications and said a 
number of countries have taken 
steps to bar such books. 

Henry, Washington University 
sociologist, said that crime 
comic books have been found 
to exert a harmful influence 
on unstable children. Kirschten, 
a Post-Dispatch editorial writer, 
contended that the new St. 
Louis ordinance establishing a 
citizens’ board to censor comic 
books is not an infringement 
on freedom of the press, and 
defenders of civil liberties are 
not justified in opposing such 
laws. 

William Hirsch, attorney, and 
Dr. Samuel B. Guze, the mod- 
erator, afgued that censorship 
is not the proper weapon. There 
already are laws which leave 
it to a fudge to decide whether 
readers are being incited to 
breach the peace, Hirsch_point- 
ed out. 

Guze emphasized that there 
is no conclusive evidence of a 
correlation between comic books 
and juvenile delinquency. He 
questioned whether censors can 
determine what a printed word 
or picture might cause a child 
to do.

Saladies and wages need not 
be affected by such a move, 
he said, as additional income 
could come from increased pro- 
duction through modern meth- 
ods. 

The Missourian said he has 
asked panel members discussing 
effects of tax policy on the na- 
tion’s economy before a Senate- 
House joint subcommittee on 
the economic report about the 
possibility of such a plan. He 
said he had not received a 
“clear answer.” 

Curtis is a member of the 
subcommittee. 

He expressed the belief that 
federal income taxes rates 
should be left unchanged for 
the next year, adding that “any 
reduction in what we normally 
think of as a tax leaves out low 
income and fixed 
groups.”

‘Then they assured me earnestly 
that-they were friends of the birds 
and-if-the covies were not shot into 
and scattered, they would inbreed, 
weaken and die; this is the same old 
liné* teed by bird hunters for gen- 
eratiofis. I heard my grandfather 
tell it. 

Last spring, two pairs of quail 
nested" on our place. They were 
beautiful and interesting to watch 
and.-their musical calls were a de- 
light.to hear. We fed and protected 
thenmt.in every way we could; they 
were our friends and neighbors, the 
nicest ones we ever had. 

‘They flocked together in the fall, 
19 in all. Five days after the season 
opened, 12 were left and one of them 
had.lest a foot and lower leg; it was 
trying.desperately to stay with the 
covey. 

Dec. 2 I counted again. Only six 
left, and the one with the missing 
foot .was not among them. Not 
much chance for these remaining 
ones 4s the season extends to the 
fixst of the year. Their friends will

Aswan—Symbol of What? 


to help Egypt build the Aswan high dam. That 1 
is the report from Washington, and it is Welcome 
indeed, The Aswan dam on the Nile, often spoken 
of as the greatest Egyptian undertaking since 
the pyramids, would revolutionize that country’s 
economy. It could become a landmark im the 
world’s war on poverty. “a 

Yet the circumstances surrounding this new 
adventure in foreign aid, together with the gen- 
eral philosophy of the program as it appears to 
be developing, call for thoughtful attention. Until 
now, the attitude in Washington has been cool 
to the Aswan project. What has changed this 
attitude, obviously, is the Soviet sale of arms to 
Egypt, and Moscow’s vague but effective talk 
about aid to Egypt In the building of the dam, 

_Is the United States going to help meet such 
development needs as Egypt’s only when forced 
into it by Communist initiatives? That is the 
question which needs to be considered in Wash- 
ington, for it is a question sure to be asked in 
other parts of the world. 

At stake is the underlying philosophy of for- 
eign aid expenditures. Are we to shell out 
dollars as a purely defensive mechanism, using 
them for baldly political purposes when ¢om- 
pelled to counteract Soviet diplomatic moves? Is 
foreign aid to be regarded as a form of subsidy 
or bribe, designed to purchase friendship where 
Russian competition has forced us to enter the 
“market”? 

If that is to be the purpose and direction of 
foreign aid, we can be fairly sure of two things. 
First, foreign aid will become increasingly expen- 
sive and increasingly prey to blackmail, as un- 
derdeveloped countries learn that they need 
only devélop a Communist “menace” to bring 
Uncle Sam running with buckets full of dollars. 

Second, the odds stand strongly against suc- 
cess of such a program. Fundamentally, friend- 
ship cannot be bougttt. Temporary dependency 
might be bought, but its value would be dubious, 
Aid given only as a political gesture will be ac- 
cepted as such, at a discount. 

This is not to say that foreign aid must be 
based on a utopian and impractical altruism. 
Rather its basis must be a mutuality of interest 
in orderly and free development of former colo- 
nial areas. 

To be effective, it should be directed to meet- 
ing real and basic needs of the. peoples con- 
eerned, not our own diplomatic emergencies. It 
should be organized on a long-term basis, ac- 
cording to coherent and rational plans—not as a 
stop-and-go makeshift veering as the cold war 
veers. Afld it should be accompapied, above all, 
by a wise and broad-minded understanding of 
the underdeveloped lands and their people. The 
value of millions of dollars in aid can be wiped 
out with one ill-advised remark about Goa. 

Yes, it is welcome news that the United States 
will help build the Aswan dam. But let us make 
clear to the Egyptians that we are doing so, not 
just to counter-punch the Kremlin, but because 
we recognize our own stake in a peaceful tran- 
sition from colonialism to a new day. of inde- 
pendence for all the Egypts of the world.

If the results 
are politically inconvenient for anybody that is 
unfortunate, but the President has a clear right 
to control the decision and its timing. 
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What the Christmas Seals Do 


The time has come for the annual Christmas 
seals of the Tuberculosis and Health Society. 
This will make the forty-ninth year that these 
bright little stickers have gone out on the Christ- 
mas season’s mail and in the near half century 
they have been the means whereby a world of 
good work has been done. 

Last year in the St. Louis city and county 
area the society which sponsors them performed 
70,000 free chest X-rays and took 34,000 free 
tuberculin patch tests. This load is now being 
doubled. Tuberculosis has been greatly reduced 
thanks ‘to the work of just such groups of de- 
voted men and women over the country. But it 
has not been eliminated. Conservative figures 
show that 400,000 people have tuberculosis now 
with approximately 100,000 new cases reported 
each year.

French View of Germany

Germany’s defeat in World War If 
and the unconditional surrender of the 
Nazi government in 1945 resulted in 
separation of the country and occupa- 
tion by the four allies. As provided un 
der terms of the Potsdam agreement, it 
also meant confiscation of territories 
east of the Oder-Neisse line, compris- 
ing 114,000 square kilometers or 24 per 
cent of Germany’s entire area. 


With this background, Alfred Gros- 
ser, faculty member of the Sorbonne 
and editor of the French newsletter on 
German affairs, “Allemagne,” describés’ 
the definition of Germany's border not, 
only as the beginning of disunity among: 
the allies and the cold war between 
Russia and the West, but also as a fac- 
tor leading to repudiation of the Pots- 
dam agreement. 


The Oder-Neisse frontier, for Ger- 
many, meant the loss of the mainly ag- 
ricultural population of 9,500,000 per- 
sons who provided food for 13,500,000 
and 17 per cent of German coal pro- 
duction from mines in Silesia. 

In the aftermath of the war, millions 
of Germans were expelled from coun- 
tries of central and eastern Europe 
and’ the territories east of the Oder- 
Neisse line. Food supplies and transport 
had completely broken down, there 
were no posts or newspapers, admin- 
istration had collapsed and chaos was 
unchallenged. 


Germany's recovery in the 10 years 
after the war has been the subject of 
numerous books and articles ranging 
from east-west conflicting ideology, de- 
nazification, economics, . politics - toe 
moral background. Mr. Grosser, how- 
ever, has endeavored to presenta 
general account of the most recent de 
velopments and an analysis of Gep 
many’s most immediate problems. 


The author, who fought in the French 
underground, recognizes the solvency, 
of the German Federal Republic. He 
takes’ the point of view that assimilation 
of refugees is the outstanding problem’ 
in West Germany. He cited the differ- 
ences between the various regions, trade 
unionism and youth as social problems 
which must be solved. . 


He does not offer solutions, but pre- 
sents the problems as an integral psy-- 
chological case study of a nation, which 
after defeats. in two world wars has re- 
gained its sovereignty as a member 
of the free world. 


The book, like any analysis of a cons 


temporary period in history, is incom- 
plete and superficial, but it is an inter 
esting and thought-provoking sketch 
from an author who obviously under- 
stands conditions in the German Fed- 
eral Republic. However, he displays 
some of the French pessimism associ- 
ated with German rearmament, particu- 
larly in his concluding chapter.

Not too many years ago the 
Antarctic was looked up as 
an area whose chief purpose 
was to provide scope for the 
restless instincts of explorers 
like myself. Its cruel inhospi- 
tality—its temperatures ranging 
to 80 degrees below zero and 
lower, its mighty mountain 
ranges, its eternal crust of ice 
and snow thousands of feet 
thick, its fierce blizzards—made 
many people wonder what prac- 
tical purpose our explorations 
could serve. But the further 
study of the Antarctic region 
has vast and many-sided possi- 
bilities. 

The new United States Ant- 
aretie scientific undertaking will 
have two purposes. In the first 
instance it will serve to imple- 
ment the Antarctic phase of the 
United States program for the 


International Geophysical Year 
(1957-58)—a world-wide endeav- 
or in which some 40 nations 
will be co-operating. But si- 
multaneously it will serve our 
national interest by carrying 
forward the work of exploration 
and mapping initiated by pre- 
vious expeditions.

Pole is noteworthy because this 
will be the first time since the 
Amundsen and Scott expedi- 
tions of 1911-12 that men will 
have set foot on the pole; and 
it will be the first attempt in 
history to establish a station 
there and maintain it through 
the winter aight.

After Palmer, the next Ameri- 
can was Lt. Charles Wilkes of 
the United States Navy who 
delineated the first parts of 
the Antarctic coastline in 1838- 
42. Then there was nothing 
for 90 years until our 1928-30 
expedition—the first American 
expedition, incidentally, to set 
foot on the mainiand. 

The four Antarctic expedi- 
tions it has been my privilege 

to lead since that year were in- 
strumental in discovering over 
1,000,000 square miles of the 
Antarctic continent — which is 
more than has been discovered 
by the expeditions of any other 
three nations combined.

Tom Kelly Speaks and Draws at Machine Gun Speed on Conservation

The subject of his discourse 
ie conservation and it has been 
said of him that he has a re- 

ard for ordinary topsoil which 

rders on reverence, He uses 
his easel and his colored chalk 
to show how man, in the last 
300 years, has ravaged nature. 
Then he illustrates what can be 
done with such practices as 
contour plowing that hugs the 
hills and keeps the water where 
it belongs. “What we've been 
trying to do,” he points out, “is 
farm squarely on a round 
world.” | 

“The story of mankind is the 
story of soil and water,” he says 
as he draws pictures of land- 
scapes ravaged by gullies, the 
topsoil washed away. “No na- 
tion is able to survive the de- 
struction of its land. We con- 
fuse destruction with progress. 
The future of the country de- 
pends on the generations to- 
day... .” All this comes out 
with the rapidity of machine 
gun fire and occasionally he 
gets to talking so fast the words 
won't come out and he has to 
stop. Then he faces his audience 
and says, “Slow down on the 
curves, Kelly. This isn’t a mat- 
ter of life or death.” 

Whereupon he turns and 
again attacks his drawing board, 
spouting figures as though it 
were indeed a matter of life or 
death. Drawing a chart to illu- 
strate his point, he explains that 
for every man, woman and 
child in this country, there are 
14 acres of land, only three of 
which are now capable of pro- 
ducing food, “If we want to 
maintain our present standard 
of living, we have to hold this 
line. The average of the rest of 
the world is now two acres, so 
you can see how close we are to 
the borderline.” 

Suddenly he turns to a table 
in front of the audience and 
picks up a large pan of ordi- 
nary dirt. He holds the pan 
high, pours the dirt out on the 
table. Then he picks up hands- 
ful of it and lets it sift through 
his fingers. “There are more 
living organisms in a handful 
of this soil than there are peo- 
ple on this earth. Soil and 
water are the source of every- 
thing we eat, wear, use or own. 
It’s true we've begun to realize 
our mistakes, and we're trying 
to put fertility back in the 
soil. But there’s something else 
you should realize—at the rate 
we're putting it back, it will 
take more than 100 yeass to re- 
store our soil to its original 
state. 

“In the years gone by, it has 
beer the practice of farmers to 
wear out one farm, then say, 
‘So what, I'll just go over the 
hill and work another farm.’ 
Well, we’ve gone over the hill 
once too often.” 

Having planted these thoughts, 
Kelly stops talking and draw- 
ing and faces his audience. “I 
could go on talking about this 
thing for another half hour.” 
he says with an air of dis- 
arming frankness, “but it’s well 
to leave your audience with the 
impression you know a great 
deal more than you tell them.”

Christ and Money Changers 


He Scourged Them Because He Was Angered at Haggling i in Temple

HE Jewish Passover would 

draw to Jerusalem the sort 

of crowds that a great pil- 
grimage to Lourdes draws to- 
day. A.closer analogy still would 
be the sort of human gravita- 
tion which takes place in India 
toward Benares or in Moslem 
countries towards Mecca. 

From north, south, east and 
west, from the edge of the des- 
ert and the cities of Egypt, from 
Babylon and from the Jewish 
settlements in Asia Minor, the 
faithful would set out, sleeping 
under canvas for weeks on end 
and covering every available 
field and hillside in the pre- 
cincts of Jerusalem with their 
heterogeneous encampments 
during the eight days of the 
feast. At the ports of Caesarea 


and Joppa an organized traffic ° 


discharged boatloads of pil- 
grims, just as we can see them 
today disembarking at Djedda 
on the Red sea for Mecca. 
When they touched the soil of 
the Promised Land, the’ pil- 
grims knelt and kissed it. 

If Josephus is to be believed, 
at the Passover feast preceding 
the destruction of the Temple 
in A.D. 70, a total of 255,660 
lambs were sacrificed. Reckon- 
ing one lamb per family of 10 
pilgrims this gives a total of 
2,500,000 souls, a vast sea of 
human fervor surging up the 
sacred hill, 

The Temple was that which. 
50 years or so earlier, Herod 
had decided to rebuild, to pro- 

claim his own glory and to pro- 
pitiate the Jewish people. On 
the very spot where Solomon 
had built the first Temple, that 
holy wonder of the world, and 
where, after the return from 
exile, the battered and defeated 
Jews had raised a modest me- 
morial of it, the tyrant under- 
took to build his own Temple, 
which was so rich, vast and 
glorious that 46 years after the 
first stones had been laid it was 
still uncompleted. Indeed it 
was not finished until the year 
64, six years before its total de- 
struction, 

The Sanctuary of the new 
Temple was an exact replica of 
Solomon's, but the _ exterior 
buildings had been multiplied 
and enlarged enormously and 
the huge supporting walls built 
into the surrounding hills en- 
abled the area of the summit to 
be almost doubled. Upon this 
artificial plateau were erected 
four courts, rising higher and 
higher as they approached the 
Sanctuary. 

In the first—the Court of the 


Gentiles—the heathen were per- 
mitted. An inscription which 
has been uncovered, marks the 
limit beyond which they might 
not proceed on pain of death. 

“The Court of the Women” 
was reserved for Jewish women; 
only the men might enter the 
“Court of the Israelites” from 
which opened the exclusive and 
jealously guarded “Court of the 
Priests.” 


The largest of these Courts 
was that of the Gentiles, a gi- 
gantic esplanade, flanked by 
two porticos, which served as a 
sort of general meeting place 
for all sorts of people in Jeru- 
salem. During the Passover, 
the Court of the Gentiles was 
filled to overflowing with every 
sort of picturesquely costumed 
figure. The white taliss, a rit- 
ual veil ornamented with 
fringes whose knots denoted the 
thrice holy name of the Lord, 
indicated the pious Jews, who 
wore it beneath their tunics, as 
they attempted to elbow their 
way through the crowds toward 
the Court reserved for the faith- 
ful. 


It would not be an easy prog- 
ress. The great atrium was not 
merely an open-air meeting 
place; it was also a bank and a 
market for all sorts of mer- 
chandise. Doves and sheep were 
herded there. Money changers 


stood at their little table-like” 


desks, exchanging the pilgrims’ 
“unclean” Roman and Greek 
money for the Jewish pieces 
with which they could pay the 
obligatory dues for the “sanc- 
tification of their souls.” 

On arriving at the Temple, 
the faithful purchased from an 
office kept by the priests a 
“seal” or token which varied 
according to the means and the 
piety of the purchaser. It might 
be a token for a calf or a goat 
or a ram or for fish. According 
to its value the owner acquired 
somewhere in the court a calf 
Or a goat or a ram or even an 
ox, which he would sacrifice 
immediately when the silver 
trumpets blew three blasts. 

The sacrificial cattle were 
sold by the priests, who lived 
out of this commerce and were 
naturally keen on advancing it. 
Discussions about price were 
naturally accompanied by the 


arguments and shrill cries such. 


as take place today around the 
sacred Black Stone at Mecca.

INDING Himself in the mid- 
F aie of all this haggling, Jesus 

was seized with anger. Knot- 
ting the cords of His taliss into 
a whip, he scourged the bargain- 
ers, overturned the desks of the 
money changers and sent the 
pieces rolling along the court. 

“In the courts of the Lord's 
house, in the midst of thee, O 
Jerusalem” (Ps. 116, 19) He had 
seen scandal. As the Son of His 
Father, He could not tolerate it.

which He could draw had been 
displayed: His death and His

While Jesus was in Jerusalem, 
John, the Forerunner, continued 
to draw crowds and baptize 
them, When John was arrested, 
Jesus decided to leave Judea 
and go back to His own prov- 
ince. He left Jerusalem for 
Galilee and chose the hill road 
rather than the Jordan valley, 
possibly to escape the heat 


which in May would be oppres- | 


sive in that inclosed place. 
Whatever the reason, the 
choice provided the occasion of 
one of the most touching and 
significant scenes in the Gospel. 
From. Jerusalem to the Lake of 
Galilee by this road is about 
three days’ journey. All the 
same, Jesus's choice of this road 


was surprising for it led through 
Samaria, which no Jew would 
cross without hesitation. 

The differences between the 
Jews and the Samaritans had 
long since hardened to solid 
mutual hate. The schism dated 
from the year 935 when the 
Kingdom was divided, after the 
death of Solomon, into the 
small kingdom of Judah and 
the larger kingdom of Israel. 
It was not long before religious 
and political differences em- 
bittered their relations. 

The northern kingdom be- 
came attached to an idolatrous 
cult of twin golden calves said 
to represent Jehovah. Omri, 
one of their abler kings, chose 
a new site for a capital and 
built the city of Samaria to 
rival Sion. When Sargon, king 
of Assyria, destroyed it in 722 
B.C., the men of Judah could 
find no tears for the city of the 
impious Ahab and the idola- 
trous Jezebel. 

From that time the Samari- 
tans had stopped ‘at nothing to 
incense the Jews. But, from 
the Jewish point of view, much 
worse was to follow. The As- 
syrians deported the Israelites 
of Samaria but planted there 
instead colonies of miscellane- 
ous people from all parts of 
their empire, so that 20 idola- 
tries took the place of one, 
When the men of Judah re- 
turned from exile, more than 
ever intransigent in their faith, 
they refused to have any rela- 
tions with the Samaritans, con- 
sidering them as heathen or 
worse.

Leaving Jerusalem early in 
the morning, anyone on foot 
would reach this point about 
noon of the following day.
